AS DEBS STRIKE 


Stickney Declares Strike Is 
Needed; Increased Wages 
Fair, but Railroads Too 
Poor; Tariff Is Cause 


MINNEAPOLIS. 
March 
16.— 
There is danger of the firemen going 
on a strike and a general strike is 
what is needed to set this country 
right, is the opinion expressed by 
A. B. Stickney, form er president of 
the Chicago and Great W estern rail­ 
way. 
Mr. Stickney returned 
yesterday 
from a trip to the east. 
Ile also re­ 
ferred to President Taft as having 
got himself into a bad situation. 
“ Conditions are the same as they 
wrere just before the Debs’ strike in 
1893,” said Mr. Stickney. 
“ I think 
that it would be fair to give the rail- 
day employes an increase in wages, 
in view of the high cost of living; 
but the railroads, on the other hand, 
are unable to grant their demands 
because they cannot raise the rates.” 
Mr. Stickney seems 
to hold the 
definite opinion that sooner or la­ 
ter there will be a general strike 
and this will bring about the so­ 
lution of the present high price of 
things. 
He blamed the 
high tariff for 
present prices. 
He said th at the 
woolen mills under the new sched­ 
ule were going ahead on new ad­ 
ditions to their factories in the hope 
of further rewards. 
Mr. Stickney was loathe to ex­ 
press any personal opinion as to tho 
present adm inistration an£ its 
atti­ 
tude toward corporations an.d trusts. 
“The opinion 
sennas to be that 
Mr. Taft has got himself into such 
a position th at no m atter w hat he 
does is not right,” he said. 
“All 
the newspapers of the country seem 
to be against him. except the W ash­ 
ington Post and it would be well if 
he told that one to cease its support.
